FOUNDERS'    DAY 

AND 

PRESENTATION    OF    UPPER    FORM    PRIZES 

Founders'  Day,  October  7.  was  observed  at  the  School  on 
the  morning  of  that  day  by  an  Assembly  and  an  address  to  the 
School  by  Major  P.  R.  M.  Wallis,  M.C.,  President  of  the  Old 
Boys'  Association. 

Major  Wallis  sketched  to  the  boys  an  interesting  outline  of 
the  history  of  the  School  and  stressed  the  importance  of  loyalty 
to  one's  self-respect,  to  one's  parents,  to  one's  school,  and  to 
one's  community  and  country:  and  showed  how  this  loyalty. 
first  nurtured  in  childhood  and  throughout  school  days,  became 
a  source  of  strength  and  inspiration  to  high  endeavour  all 
through  life. 

He  spoke  of  the  Founders  of  University  School,  the  Rev. 
W.  W.  Bolton,  Mr.  J.  C.  Barnacle,  and  the  late  Captain  R.  V. 
Harvey:  and  told  how  every  year  on  that  day  the  School  paused 
in  its  work,  to  honour  the  names  of  those  three  founders,  and 
he  reminded  boys  that  by  that  observance  each  one  present 
renewed  his  pledge  to  fulfil  the  obligations  of  his  inheritance 
as  a  member  of  the  School. 

With  the  closest  attention  of  all  present.  Major  Wallis  then 
read  Captain  Harvey's  last  letter,  written  to  the  boys  of  the 
School  just  before  he  went  into  the  action  by  which  he  met  his 
death.

DONALD    BRAIDWOOD 

The  School  and  indeed  the  community  of  Victoria  were 
shocked  to  hear  of  the  sudden  death  of  Donald  Scott  Braidwood 
in  such  tragic  circumstances. 

Donald  was  born  on  June  9,  1912,  and  entered  University 
School  in  September,   1923.     He  left  in  June,   1928. 

He  was,  without  doubt,  one  of  the  most  capable  and  credit- 
able of  all  the  pupils  who  have  passed  through  the  School.  He 
passed  the  McGill  Junior  Matriculation  in  1927  and  the  Senior 
in  June,  1928 — the  month  of  his  sixteenth  birthday.  In  both 
of  these  examinations  he  passed  with  unusually  high  marks;  in 
two  of  his  Senior  papers  he  actually  gained  the  maximum  of 
100  in  each. 

He  was  a  good  rifle  shot  and  keenly  interested  in  this  form 
of  activity:  schoolfellows  will  be  touched  to  learn  that  his 
Silver  Button,  which  he  had  won  on  the  miniature  range  at 
school,  was  buried  with  him. 

He  was  a  boy  of  charming  personality,  keen,  irust\V(.>rthy 
and  industrious,  whose  every  instinct  was  that  of  a  high-minded 
young  gentleman.  Masters  associated  with  him  in  his  work  did 
not  hesitate  to  describe  his  ability  and  promise  as  brilliant. 


We,  who  attended  the  funeral  service,  cannot  close  this 
tribute  to  Donald's  memory  without  referring  to  the  deeply 
moving  and  inspiring  words  of  the  sermon  delivered  on  that 
occasion  by  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Guy,  M.A.,  of  Oak  Bay  United 
Church. 

In  simple  language  he  spoke  of  Donald,  his  circle  of  friends 
in  the  church,  his  rich  promise;  and  described  how,  when  the 
accident  which  caused  his  death  occurred  and  when,  though 
seriously  burnt,  he  might  yet  have  escaped,  he  went  back  into 
danger  and  prevented  its  spreading  to  the  peril  of  others.  So 
was  his  death  ennobled  by  an  act  of  supreme  self-sacrifice. 

We  tender  our  deep  sympathy  to  Donald's  relatives,  and  we 
hope  that  the  Divine  comfort  which  the  words  of  the  preacher 
brought  so  near  to  us  all,  will  have  tempered  their  great  grief.
